This is a re- 
duction of 1,773 hours, or five hours 
of service daily, 

Kufalk said that because of this 
one window in the lobby will be 
closed permanently and the other 
opend for money orders only at 
rush periods. Mrs. Mabel Dow will 
not return as a substitute clerk and 
Wesley Carlseen will not work be- 
yond his 90-day trial period. 

"It will necessitate either greater 
efficiency or we will all be over- 
workd," Kufalk said. He is taking 
his turn with the others at the 
window. 

Regular mail train service was 
resumed on the Sao Line Monday 
with the end of the coal strike.

Lake Villa Township Tax 
Budget Set for Action 
At Meeting on April 4 



Lake Villa township residents 
will meet in the village hall at 2 
p. m. April 4, to take action on the 
proposed budget and tax levy which 
Walton R. L. Taylor, executive se- 
cretary of the Lake County Civic 
league has termed "consecutive." 

Tax levels for the town fund, 
which bears the overhead cost of 
township government; are "reason 
able," Taylor commented. Salaries 
are unchanged, and the budget to- 
tals the same as last year. 

"The tax levy to support this 
fund is within the range of high and 
low of recent years, and is well 
related to the budget," he declared 

The rapid building up of certain 
areas of Lake Villa township has 
brough an increase in the town poor 
fund over previous years, Taylor 
continued. 

"Although the budget is some- 
what in excess of last year's expen- 
ditures, the amount of that excess 
is not unreasonable," he stated. 
Poor Fund Omitted 

"Relief fund cash balances were 
drawn down sharply by omission of 
a poor fund tax levy in 1948-19 
The omission, taken on Civic league 
recommendations, was a step to 
forestall tax objections' made by 
certain taxpayers on the grounds 
that the levies served to create un 
reasonable surpluses," Taylor de 
clared. 

Lake Villa officials have pro- 
posed a town fund budget of $7,053 
and a poor fund budget of $9,515. 

The tax expert recommended a 
change in the township's fiscal year 
The accounting period currently 
stretches from' Apr. 1 to Mar. 30 
He urged adoption of a Mar. 1 to 
Feb. 28 fiscal year to eliminate the 
year end rush to complete book 
keeping before the yearly town 
meeting on Apr. 4.

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Economic Highlights 

For many years there has been agitation to 
change, through Constitutional amendment, our 
method of electing Presidents, by abolishing the 
electoral college system as it is now constituted and 
replacing it with a system based on the popular vote. 
It now looks as if this proposal has an excellent chance 
of becoming law. 

If it does, it will revolutionize the established 
pattern of political campaigning. 

Under the existing system, the candidate who 
gains a majority in a state gets the entire vote of 
the state in the electoral college. It doesn't make any 
difference how bare that majority may be. He might 
carry a state by Out a single popular vote— yet he 
would get the whole electoral vote, and that is the 
vote that counts. 

The constitutional amendment which is now 
pending provides that each candidate's electoral vote 
shall be proportionate to his popular vote. In other 
words, if a man received »1 per cent of a state's popu- 
lar vote he would yet that percentage of the state's 
electoral votes instead of all of it. And if, on the other 
hand, he got 49 per cent, he would be given that part 
of the electoral vote instead of none. 

The influence this would have on campaign 
politics is obvious, For instance, the Republicans never 
spend much money or exert much effort in the Solid 
South. They know that their chance of gaining a ma- 
jority in any of those states is but one short step re- 
moved from impossible. However, under the proposed 
new system, it would behoove the GOP to do its ut- 
most in. say, Tennessee no less than in Ohio. Every

By the same token, Democrats would no longer W*% Mr ' nnd Mr3 " Leland HcBC ' 
just go through the motions of campaigning in solidly 
Republican states such as Vermont. They'd be out to 
get the largest proportion of the vote possible. 

President Truman has said he doubts if the 
proposed change can be effected In time to influence 
the 1952 campaign. But, as Jay Hayden points out in 
one of his columns, "All constitutional amendments 
recently adopted have run the gantlet of state ratifi- 
cation in less time than would be available to com- 
plete enactment of the present proposal before 1952." 
The amendment repealing prohibition became law 
about ten months after it was submitted to the states. 
The amendment abolishing the "lame duck" session 
of Congress made the grade in 11 months. The amend- 
ment legalizing woman's suffrage was approved In 
14 months. 

In any event, it promises to cause important and 
far-reaching changes in the partisan political setup 

as it now exists.
